LUCAL MATTERS. 
REVOLT IN THe PENITENTIARY ! 


ONE CONVICT KiLLED! 
TWO DANGEROUSLY WOUNDED! 


One of the Guard Wounded ! 


Since Monday last, the prisoners in 
the Penitentiary have been confined in 
their cells, work having been suspended 
in consequerce of the fair prospect of 
the reduction of rations, the cause of 
Which is already familiar to our readers. 
The cells are so constructed as to con. 
tain as many as fifteen prisoners in each. 


They are examined every evening by 


the Overscers at six o’clock, when the 
supper is taken in. 

Yesterday evening, as one ot the 
Overseers, Mr. McAllister, entered a 
ceil, he was attacked by the inmates in 
a body, and at once disarmed. Over 
seer Kemp rushed to his assistance, who 
was also seized by the laturiated mob, 
threwn down and shot at, but for- 
tunately the ball missed its mark, tak— 
ing effect in the thigh of one of the 
convicts, named Larkins. At this 


juncture, the regular guard hearing the 


disturbance, rushed to the scene of 
action when the mob retreated to the 
cell, Officer Penny demanded the arms 
they had tuken trom the Overscers, 
when be was fired upcn, the ball strik- 
ing him inthe arm, causing a paintul 
though not serious wound; the guard 
then fired into the mob, killing in- 
tantly, Willis Hartsfield, and serious!y 
wounding two other convicts, when the 
remainder surrendered. 

We decm it due justice to all parties 


concerned to state that the result was 


in no wise caused by the differences 
pending on the out side which is un- 
known to the convicts, but what would 
naturally have occured at any time. 
The convicts are on full rations and it 
is not even probabie now that the 
necessity will occur to reduce them. 
Ali is quiet, and the severe lesson that 
has caused the death of one or more of 
these untortunates, will doubtless have 
its good effect in the future good order 
and discipline of this Institution.

THE ULD GALES HousE.”—We find | 


the following well-written article in 
yesterday’s Sentinel, concerning 
demolition of the “ old Gales house” in 
this city, which we believe is from the 
pen of our distinguished fellow-citizen, 
Gen. D. M. Barringer, and as it speslis of 


the 


matters of interest, not only to our own 


citizens, but to those of the State and 
of the whele country, we repreduce it 
entire. 


Says the writer: 


They are tearing it down ; and it will, 
in a very brief time, wholly disappear 
from our midst as one of the oldest ard 
most historic landmarks of our beauti- 
ful * City of Oaks.” How full of historic 
association is that old house! How 
many memories, beth pleasant and 
mournful, crowd upon the mind and 
heart ! 

It was in that house, the writer of 
this, then a school-boy, was introduced 
by his father, a special frieud of the 
family, to Joseph Gales, Sr., and his 
accomplished wife, both then venerable, 
not only in years, but for the universal 
respect in which they were held by the 
community in which they had so long 
lived—with which they were so thor- 
oughly identified in interest and sym- 
pathy, and which they both so well 
adorned by ali the attributes which 
elevate, dignify and illustrate human 
nature. Th@mental photograph is fresh 
upon my memory. The well-set, stout 
Enylish figure, with the uamistakable 
face and look of intelligence, honesty

never be forgotten when once seen. 
Then, too, 1 think of the elegant 
and generous hospitality, in the olden 
style, which they so liberally dispensed 
to friends for sO many years’ in 
that same old mansion, while their 
| ready charity for all that were needy 
proverbiak Then there comes, 
tue, to the mind, the recollection of the 
sweet poet, Moatgomery, their life long 
{fnend, whom they left in England, when 
compelled to flee from political persecu 
tions, to reach, through many trials and 
travels, a land of civil and religious 
liberty. That old “Old Shefiield Regis 
ter.” the sturdy advocate of both, comes 
up to the memory as the prototype, 
which he had to abandon as editor, in 
England, of the weil Known “Ruleigh 
Reyister,” which he subsequently estab- 
lished at his new home in this city, in 
October, 1799, av 1 which he so long and 
successfully conducted in the spirit of 
that noble liberality embodied in its 
motto of “Ours are the plans of fair, de- 
lightful peace—unwarped by party 
rage, to live like brothers.” 

The editors of the Register” attracted 
to their support a large portion of the 
resp.ct and influence of the best and 
purest men in North Carolina. It was 
the recognized organ of the old g¢epubli- 
can party during and after the war of 
1812, and of the whig party from its 
organization till its final dissolution. 


Then we think of Fisher Ames’ great 
specch on Jay's treaty, which the stu- 
dents dclighted to speak on the rostrum 
at all the colleges in the Union, and 
which was so faithfully reported by Mr, 
Gales, when it was delivered in the old 
Congress at Philadelphia, and = when 
“short hand” was indeed a rare art in 
this country. 
And then again comes up tie memo- 
ry of Weston R. Gales, on whom so 
worthily descended the editorial mantle 
of the ‘Raleigh Register.” a gentleman 
in every sense of the word. Need I say 
more to commend his cherished memo- 
ry to his cotemporaries in North Caroli- 
na, where he was so well known and so 
much beloved ? My friend, in earher 
and better days—the associate of the 
best and most distinguished men of 
our Sate in your time--I leave you 
with the recolloction of many happy 
days spent together in social commun- 
ion and political sympathy. 

Aud he-too, left a son, now in our 
midst, our well Known Major Seaton 
Gales to illustrate the virtues of a worthy 
ancestry—on whom, at an early age, 
the same editorial mantle fell fora while, 
though now thrown aside, Of this son 
and former inmate of this same “old 
house” it may be safely said that the 
‘ruit is not less than the promise, and 
that North Carolina will never forget 
the gallant soldier who took his li'e in 


time, and were nurtured in a school. 
when the spirit of a purer political phi 
losophy, a higher statesmanship and 
a more elevated tone of social inter- 
course brought leading men of all and 
of opposite opinions together, and 
when gentlemen knew how to edit like 
gentlemen und still be friends. Gales 
and Seaton, and the National Intelli 
gencer, and the battles they fought in 


constitutional freedom and regulated 
liberty, will be remembered while we 
have a history left an’? a friend of law 
order to read its tages, 

But we forbear. The tie'd of. memory 
which is opened at “the mention of the 
names and times of Gales & Seaton, is 
too wide and tich and tempting to enter 
Npoen in this mere memorial notice ot 
the “old Gales house,” however Closely 
identified they may he with its past 
associations. We could say much more 
--we ought not to have said lJless—in 
view of the visions which poss throngh 
the vista of memory as we look on the 
remnant of that old heuse. The work 
of destruction goes bravely on. It will 
soon be finished and the structure 
which was the dwelling place of the 
| good and true, for three generations of 
men, will know its foundstion no more 
furever. From the window where I 
write hurrietly this mem@rial notice of 
the venerable mansion, I see the work- 
men, as they throw down brick by 
brick, and tear off plank after plank, 
and [ think how hi tle they reek of the 
hallowed memories that enshrine its 
ancient walls. But the spirit of prog- 
ress winds its way along ancl time de 
stroys all things. Nevertheless, there 
is consolation in the thought that there 
is to arise on the ruins of the old Gales 
house, a beautiful Temple, dedicated 
to charity by an ancient and noble 
order blazoned in its history of benefi 
cent ceeds from the remotest ages, 
proclaiming love to all—with peace on 
earth and good will to men.

But when we look at that ‘old house,’ 
as strong hands are tearing it dov/n, 
our thoughts fly to another and greater 
city. We think involuntarily of “Gales 
& Seaton” and the old “National Intel- 
ligencer” ot Washington. Who, of 
ordinary information, in all this wide- 
spread republic, has net heard or read 
ofthem? Jo. Gales Jr., and Wm. W. 
Seaten, one the oleest son—and coun- 
terpart in personal appearance, and the 
other, a gentleman “sans peur sans 
reproche,” the protege and future 
son-in-law of.our own and venerated 
Jo. Gales, €r. These were the world- 
renowned editors of the “National Jn- 
telligencer” which for more than the 
third of a century pubiished the politi- 
eal gospel of the best and purest men of 
this nation. My earliest recollections 
are associated with this grand old 
journal, which, with the Ltaleigh Regis 
ter, was for years and years together, 
as household words, and of the highest 
authority under my parental roof and 
in our family circle.

WASHINGTON, March 21. 


SENATE—Tariff considered. 

Morton gave notice of an amendment 
repealing all domestic taxes except upon 
liquor and tobacco after October 1, 1872. 

Sawyer gave notice of a motion to 
retain the present duty on rice. He said 
there were few branches of industry in 
the rice producing States which ate 
aided by protective duties, while the 
peopie of those states paid taxes on 
almost all other branches for the benefit 
of other States, and that there were pe 
culiar reasons for aiding the Southern 
States atthe present time.

tions bad reclaimed them. Without the 
duty it would have been impossible to 
restore the rice fields to cultivation after 
ihe war, continue the duty fer a few 
years and the old rice lands would again 
be brought into cultivation and new 
Hields added and the planters could then 
prosper without it. There were pro 
vably twenty thousand families in 
Georgia and South Carolina depending 
upon the rice culture for support. Al 
mos. the entire bencfit from the pro 
posed reduction would acrue to the 
benefit of a tew importers and dealers 
in foreign rice.

I: will be difficult to estimate what 
evils Nerth Carolina has suffered from 
‘he indulgence of a narrow) prejudice 
oetween the two sections of the State-- 
the Ernst and the West. It is folly to 
‘Usguise the fact that such prejudice 
existed from time immemorial—but 
it isnot any stronger now than it has 
been inthe past. In truth, there have 
been periods in the political history of 
the Siate when this feeling was at fever 
heat. Now it is comparatively quiet, 
but is ready to be enkindled at anv mo- 
ment by inflammatory appeals from the 
demagogue. 

It is the Cuty of each member of the 

egislature to guard with vigilance and 
zeal the immediate interests of his own 
ounty and section, but he would be 
false to Limselt, false to his duty, and 
lulse to his State, if he advanced the 
interests of his own section to the detri- 
ment and injury of the people of North 
Carolina. Iie should, it is true, take 
care of the interests of his immediate 
constituents but he should sce to it, that 
in so Going, he does not prove faittiless 
In his obligations to the whole State 
Whose representative Le is. 

We hope the time will soon come 
when this unworthy section dism will 
find po place in the heart of any North 
Carolinian. Our State needs the efforts— 
the united efforts, of all her children. 
Let the East and the West, in the 
tuture, discard the petty jealousies and 
local prejudices which politicians have 
endeavored, for personal aggrandize- 
ment, to instill in the public mind. 


IIereafter, let our people know no 
section—but be, as they of right ought 
io be, one in feeling and in action, as 
they are already one in name 


PARDONED. 
We see it announced that the French 
Government has pardoned all the Com- 
munists for the crimes committed by 
them during the Franco-Prussian war 
This is in striking contrast with the 
conduct of the United States Govern- 
ment, which has continued to punish 
with political disabilities, some of the 
best citizens of the South. Peace has 
been proclaimed seven years—-but the 
Government still ostracizes from its 
councils a number of its own people for 
ho other reason save that of party 
necessity.
